MEMORIES 
PRESERVING FAVORITE 
PHOTOS 


In an emergency, what’s the 

first thing you’d rescue from 

your house? 

“The family photographs” would 
be most people’s answer. 

Baby portraits, vacation 
Snapshots, pictures of graduations, 
birthdays, holidays—they’re all irreplace- 
able treasures. But many commonly-used 
photo albums may actually be slowly 
damaging your prized pictures. 

Grant Romer, director of conservation 
and museum studies at the George 
Eastman House International Museum 
of Photography and Film, in Rochester, New 
York, says the biggest problems 
parents face is the sheer volume of their 
photographs. “We all have too many 
photographs to take good care of 
them all,” Romer says. 

To properly store a// the photos in an 
average family’s collection would be 
expensive, since safe storage tends to cost 
more than does the average album. Thus, 
Romer says, the first step in long-term 
photo preservation is to carefully select 
priority photographs that warrant the 
best and most careful storage. 

Photos are fragile—they need to be 
protected from humidity, heat and light, 
says Romer. Because humidity greater 
than 60 percent is the chief cause of deteri- 
orating photos, Romer recommends storing 
photos within three layers of protection, 
such as the combination of an envelope, a 
box and a cupboard. Just keeping a photo 
album in the box it came in can help pre- 
serve photos longer than if the album was 
stored separately. 

Photographs also need to be protected 
from being bent, torn, or exposed to 
chemical activity which could change them. 
Romer advises avoiding glue, vinyl, scotch 
tape, ink, light, and some papers that are 
not sulfur- or acid-free. 

Despite all the daunting warnings, 
creating a safe environment for treasured 
photos isn’t difficult. An increasing number 
of companies are offering archival quality 
photo albums and boxes, designed to pre- 
serve negatives as well as prints.

TIPS FOR WINTER FITNESS 


There’s a family fitness risk that surfaces 
sete. every winter: cold tem- 
peratures, snow, wind, 
rain, and ice provide a 
million excuses to avoid 
being active. 
Coupled with a family’s 
busy schedule, it’s easy 
to see how exercise can 
end up as a low priority, 
especially when the 
weather is less than 
balmy. But arguments 
for year-round activity are persuasive. 

Forty percent of children age five to eight 
have at least one risk factor for heart 
disease—obesity, high cholesterol, high 
blood pressure or inactivity; and only 
approximately 35 percent of adults exercise 
a minimum of three times a week, according 
to the President’s Council on Physical 
Fitness and Sports, in Washington, D.C.

lt’s 1:00 a.m. on Christmas Eve, the kids 
are in bed, the guests have left, and it’s 
time to assemble the toys. Without the 
right tools and batteries available, you're 
in for an excruciating and frustrating few 
hours. They may be kids’ toys, but the 
directions were written for rocket scien- 
tists from another planet. Here are some 
tips to prevent the ultimate Christmas 
disaster: 


1. If you have a good place to store sur- 
prises, don’t save assembly till the last 
minute. Plan to spend a few nights before 
Christmas Eve putting together whatever 
you can. And sometimes parts are omitted 
or toys don’t work correctly; early set-up 
gives you time to regroup. 


2. A few days before Christmas Eve, look 
over the boxes, make a list of needed 
batteries—and get them. Buy extra so 
there will be plenty on Christmas Day. 


3. Have the necessary tools on hand; check 
the instruction sheets for itemized lists. 


4. Make sure you have the film and camera 
batteries you need to capture the fun of 
Christmas morning. 


5. Plan ahead for a quick and easy break- 
fast: fresh orange juice, sweet rolls, and 
fruit are easy to nibble throughout the 
chaos of Christmas morning. 


6. Have two large trash bags ready, one 
for recyclable papers and one for the 
other trash. 


7. Save all receipts—just in case. 
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Many communities offer aerobics, dance, 
basketball, swimming, tennis, and other 
indoor programs all winter long, often 
geared to a wide range of ages and located 
right in the neighborhood.

Perlmutter encourages parents to find 
things the whole family can do together, 
since that will increase the likelihood of 
continuing to participate in a fitness activity 
or sport. “Research shows the chances of 
continuing in a fitness program increase if 
participants have relatives or friends 
encouraging them.” 

Perlmutter urges families with very 
young children not to be dissuaded from 
seeking family-oriented recreational activi- 
ties. “The younger you start a child in 
fitness activities, the better your chances 
of having a child who is used to activity,” 
She says. “Ideally, exercise becomes habit- 
forming, and the children expect it asa 
part of the routine, the way they count on 
dinner and brushing their teeth.” 

Phillip Wiethorn, spokesperson for the 
President’s Council, says even the youngest 
child can enjoy chasing a rubber ball on the 
living room carpet—and soon will be throw- 
ing it back for a parent to run after. 

Wiethorn also finds it fun just to bundle 
the children up and take them for a one to 
two-mile walk in the snow or rain. “Just 
being out in the beauty of nature, getting 
some exercise, is inspiring,” he says.

Pharmacist Barbara Korberly, director of medical new products 
with McNeil Consumer Products Company in Fort Washington, Pennsylvania, says parents have 
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to make that assessment by reading product directions and carefully 
trying out each stage with their kids. 


Generally, children start using chewable 
medications at age two. By age eight to 10, 
most kids have no difficulty swallowing 
small caplets, Korberly says. To teach a child 
to swallow a pill, start with a small and slip- 
pery one, and put it at the back of the 
tongue. Tell the child to swallow from a full 
glass of water, while counting something, 
like the number of books on a top shelf, for 
distraction. If unsuccessful, go with chew- 
ables and try again in a few months.

tablespoons all-purpose flour 
cups half and half 
tablespoons fresh lemon juice 
teaspoon ground cloves

FOR FILLING: Bring broth to boil in a heavy medi- 
um saucepan over medium heat. Add onions, 
cover pan, and simmer 3 minutes. Add carrots and 
celery, cover, and cook until all vegetables are 
done, about 6 minutes. Using a slotted spoon, 
transfer vegetables to a large bowl; reserve 
broth. 

Saute bacon in the same saucepan until brown 
and crisp. Transfer all but two tablespoons of the 
bacon bits to the bowl with vegetables. Add the 
turkey, corn, and all but 1 tablespoon green 
onions. (Reserve 2 tablespoons bacon and 1 
tablespoon onion for biscuit crust.) 

Melt 5 tablespoons of butter in a heavy sauce- 
pan over medium-high heat. Add flour and whisk 
2 minutes. Gradually whisk in half and half and 
reserved cooking broth. Cook until sauce thickens 
and comes to a boil; boil 1 minute, whisking con- 
stantly. Mix lemon juice and clove into sauce. 
Season generously with salt and pepper. Add 
turkey and vegetable mixture to sauce and blend 
well. Transfer to a 2!/2 quart baking dish or 
casserole. 

The filling can be prepared 1 day ahead. Cool, 
cover, and refrigerate. Bring filling to simmer 
over medium heat, thinning with up to '/2 cup 
additional broth if sauce is to too thick and trans- 
fer to a 21/2 quart baking dish before continuing. 

FOR CRUST: Position rack in center of oven and 
preheat to 400 degrees F. Blend dry ingredients 
in a large bowl. Add butter and rub until the size 
of very small peas. Gradually mix in buttermilk, 
tossing until moist clumps form. Add reserved 
bacon and green onions. Gently knead dough 
together. 

On a floured surface roll out dough to scant 
1/2-inch thickness. Cut dough piece to fit top of 
baking dish. If desired, roll out dough scraps to 
1/4 inch thickness and cut out decorative shapes. 
Place dough over hot filling in baking dish, tuck in 
at edges. Brush with glaze. Make several deep 
cuts in dough for steam vents. Bake until heated 
through and crust is a deep golden brown; about 
25 minutes.

And lacking a conscience, 
Pinocchio performed bad deeds with total 
innocence. He possessed none of the boy- 
ish humanity that would induce sympathy 
in his many travails. 

Pinocchio was redesigned to make him 
rounder and more boylike. His nature was 
altered so that he did bad things only 
when influenced by evil companions. 
Because he was more or less a blank, 
Pinocchio needed to be surrounded by 
lively, flamboyant characters. The most 
important invention was Jiminy Cricket. 

Collodi had made the cricket an inciden- 
tal character who tried to advise Pinocchio 
to change his ways and then was crushed 
under the puppet’s foot. In the film, Jiminy 
Cricket now played a major role as the 
boy’s conscience, trying to steer him back 
every time he took a wrong turn. Ward 
Kimball animated Jiminy, making him an 
appealing sage instead of an ugly insect 
and using carefully selected camera angles 
so he wouldn't seem tiny. Voiced by Cliff 
Edwards, who sang the hit “When You Wish 
Upon a Star” and “Give a Little Whistle,” 
Jiminy provided the unifying element 
for Pinocchio. 

The Disney artists made ample use of 
the new toys that had been developed for 
Snow White. The multiplane camera facili- 
tated an opening scene for Pinocchio that 
matched the intricate camera movements 
of the most skilled live-action directors. 
(The multiplane camera achieved a sense of 
deep perspective in animation by inserting 
a number of glass layers or planes between 
the cel and the camera lens.) The scene 
sailed over the rooftops of the sleeping vil- 
lage, employing as many as 12 different 
planes. But when the scene ran up a bill of 





$25,000, Walt blew the whistle and cau- 
tioned aganist such intricate camera work 
in the future. 

Disney was determined that Pinocchio 
would be an even greater achievement 
than Snow White, and he devoted all his 
energies to the new production. During a 
March 1938 story meeting, he expounded 
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on the sequence in which Pinocchio is swal- 
lowed by the whale, Monstro—a sequence 
that would call for extensive use of the 
multiplane camera. 

“Pinocchio should use every ounce of 
force he has in swimming to escape the 
whale,” Walt insisted. “This should be built 
to terrific suspense.... 

“The old man [Geppetto, already swal- 
lowed by Monstro] should get excited when

the whale goes after the fish. When the fish 
start coming in, he could look at the 
whale’s mouth and say ‘Tuna!’ Pinocchio 
could be swimming with the fish and 
[Monstro] swallows them all. As the old 
man is fishing inside the whale, he pulls out 
one fish after another, and finally pulls out 
Pinocchio without realizing it. The cat 
[Figaro] sees Pinocchio, gets excited and 
meows to the old man, but the old man 
goes on fishing. Finally Pinocchio calls 
‘Father!’ The old man recognizes who it is 
and shouts ‘Pinocchio! My son!’ 

“The underwater stuff is a swell place for 
the multiplane, diffusing and putting haze 
in between, with shafts of light coming 
down,” Walt concluded. “I would like to see 
a lot of multiplane on this.” 

Pinocchio, Walt Disney’s second animat- 
ed feature, was released in early 1940. Its 
technical marvels were commended by the 
critics, but the film seemed to lack the 
human appeal of Snow White. Theater 
business was disappointing. Moreover the 
start of World War II in Europe had wiped 
out 45 percent of the Disney market. 

The result was a million dollar loss on 
Pinocchio. The film, a consummate artistic 
triumph, had cost the studio a staggering 
$2.6 million to create.

TDCM: You also film in a beautiful rainfor- 
est, a wilderness area. 

Marzena: \|t’s stunning. | love the animals 
I’ve met, snakes and wombats and walla- 
bies. We been able to visit places where 
people are rarely allowed. When you go 

up there you learn how important it is to 
preserve the rainforest. There's very little of 
it left. 

TDCM:: Tell us a little about the second sea- 
son—what’s in store for Neri?

T MAKES IT ALL WORTHWHILE—‘it’s really what the job is about: 


to entertain the audience,” says Billy Joel. And this is just what 


he does for the ardent crowd in Frankfort, Germany, at the close 


of the European leg of his acclaimed 1994 “River Of Dreams” tour. 


In the country where his father was born, Joel offers up a potent 


show spotlighting tunes from his most recent album and a selection 


of hits from a phenomenal career spent at the top of the charts. 


Born in Long Island, New York, Billy Joel 
Studied piano as a child and formed his 
first group, The Echoes, at the age of 14. 
His recording career began in the late 
‘60s; by 1970 he was rocking hard with a 
group called Attila. When Joel’s first solo 
album, Cold Spring Harbor (1972), proved 
a commercial disappointment he headed 
out for the West Coast. Hobbled there by 
contract legalities, he began performing in 
bars and hotels as Bill Martin. 

It was from the lounge scene that Billy 
Joel was nabbed by Columbia records, and 
in 1973 he released Piano Man. The title 
track made the Top 30 and the album went 
platinum. Billy Joel ends his Disney Channel 
special with the song that launched his 
career. It’s a testimony to Joel’s worldly 
appeal that when he pulls back from the 
microphone to let the German audience sing 
the chorus, they do so in flawless English. 
They know the song by heart. 

Joel opens the show with 1993’s hard 
driving “No Man’s Land,” backed by a mus- 
cular band tempered with the feminine 
touch of Crystal Taliefero on backing 
vocals, percussion, guitar and sax. Other 
hits from the Dreams album include 
the haunting “Shades Of Grey” and the 
masterful “River Of Dreams’: 

In the middle of the night 

| go walking in my sleep 

Through the desert of truth 

To the river so deep...’ 

Produced by Danny “Kootch” Kortchmar, 
Joel’s latest album powered him through a 
tumultuous time in his life. “On this partic- 
ular album | didn’t go too far outside of my 
own experiences,” he says. “The album 
unfolded as the material was written. Each 
song kicked off another song, so there was 
a scenario. There’s a beginning, and a mid- 
dle, and an end to this thing that was pret- 
ty much based on my own life, and my own 
conclusions, and my own trauma. | was 
comfortable saying ‘I’ because | thought | 
had something pretty interesting to say.” 


Backtracking through his catalogue, Joel 
gives a stirring performance of 1982’s 
“Pressure,” complete with a spectacular 
light show punctuated by appropriate bril- 
liance that blasts out at the audience. He 
also performs “Allentown” (1983), a blue 
collar song which touched deeply the work- 
ing class consciousness of America and 
even prompted 16,000 of Allentown’s citi- 
zens to petition Joel to include their steel 
mill town in his tour that year. 

Both of these songs were originally 
produced by the legendary Phil 
Ramone, known most recently for his 
“Duets” with Frank Sinatra. When Joel 
was asked what Phil Ramone con- 
tributed to his work, he called it “The X 
Factor.” Ramone, who produced the 
very first Compact Disc (for Joel), 
explained the relationship between 
artist and producer: 

“It means being very honest and 
extremely objective about what you 
hear. It means having a relationship with 
the artist. The song process is so personal, 
and | shared so much of that with him. 
Every time we started a new album, we 
asked ‘How do you get the motors going?” 
Ramone also produced other memorable 
hits reborn in this concert, including “My 
Life” (from the #1 1978 album 52nd 
Street) and “Only the Good Die Young. ” 

Billy Joel, who celebrates in his own 
inimitable style the influence of artists such 
as James Brown, Otis Redding, the Drifters 
and the Four Seasons, even throws in a rol- 
licking homage to the Beatles with “A Hard 
Day’s Night.” By the end of this show, the 
end of an exhausting tour, Joel is tired and 
pleased. He grabs a towel, wipes away the 
sweat, and bids a fond farewell, 
“Wiedersehen, Deutschland.”
